Reuter or Nasr-ed-deen 

The presence in iLurope, and more 
especially iu Englaud.of Nasr-ed-ileoii, 
Huccessor of Dnrius, bus, as might be 
expected, given rise to much specula- 
tion. Amongst all the theorioH pro- 
pouiided, perhaps the following is not 
uudoserving of cousidenition. Baron 
Julius de lleutor was born iu Germany, 
more than half a century ago. Ho 
lives in London, and, iu connection 
with the trauBuiission of intelhgonco 
by all the most approved modcH of the 
time, his name has long been a hou.se- 
hold -word in Europe. Electricity, the 
c irrier- pigeon, the stoaui-packet, the 
man, the horse, in short, every uvail- 
- able agency and force, have been sub- 
sidized by the indefatigable Beuter for 
the con"veyanoo of news. His wealth 
a id power have grown apace with his 
raputation. Last year he obtained 
o inoessions from the Shah of Persia 
which, although they attracted little 
attejition at the time, have been ren- 
dered intensely interesting by the 
Shah's visit. The concessions are thus 
summarised : Baron Eeuter has obtain- 
ed the exclusive privilege of building 
a railway between the Caspian and 
the Persian Gulf, as well as any other 
railways he may think fit. Ho may 
appropriate the Government land 
needed in the work, without the pay- 
ment of a dime; the stone, gravel, 
sand, etc., are to be furnished gratis; 
all the material imported is to bo freo 
from duty or tax of any kind whatso- 
ever; any mine situate on government 
land (with the exception of gold, silver 
and precious stone), may be appropri- 
ated by the concessionaire free of 
charge, his sole obligation being to 
hand over to the Government 15 per 
cent, of the not proceeds. Banks, gas 
companies, road, telegraph, mill, 
manufacturing pavement and forge 
companies, must come to Beuter for 
royal permission, before their enter- 
prise can be begun. Even the poxt- 
offices and custom-houses of Persia 
are to be subject to this insatiable 
commercial desijot. And, in addition 
to all this, after this road of 400 miles 
has been coustructed, the Shah guar- 
antees the payment of seven per cent 
■ — live per cent, for interest, n.:;d two 
jrercent. for sinking fund — on a loan 
of §30,000,000, which the enterprising 
Renter will bo permitted to borrow 
from anybody who will lend it to him. 
It is alleged that theSbahis iu Europe 
at the bidding of the astute Reuter, 
into whoso hands the successor of 
Darius has at once put the sceptre of 
Persia and the key of India, and that 
his presence in England is nothing 
more than a huge advertising dodge 
intended to assist the operator in bor* 
rowing the money to carry out his en- 
termise. It is further alleged that 
John Bull's eyea are opening to tlie 
significance of the march Beater hati 
stolen upon him while ho, sloiifc, and 
that his ell'orts to charm this oriental 
Modoc ore made with an ill defined 
object of rectifying the unpardonable 
oversight. It is, of course, impossible 
to decide how far tliis theory is fovi'o."t; 
but that there ia much plausibility 
about it seems undeniable.

Is it Open ? 

It has been assumed by many that 
the Treaty of Washington opened the 
door of the United States to the pro- 
duct of our fisheries. It would now 
appear to be doubtful whether such is 
really the case. It seems quite certain 
that the United States officials in the 
neighboring Territory refuse free ad- 
mission. The twenty-first article of 
the aforesaid Treaty reads as follows : 
. — "It is agreed that, for the term of 
years jiiontioned in Article XXXIII. of 
this Treaty, fish oil, and fish of all 
kinds, (except fish of the inland lakes 
and of rivers falliu/f into them, aud 
except lish preserved in oil,) being 
the jiroduco of tlie fisheries of the Uni- 
ted States, or of the Dominion of Ca- 
nada, or of Prince Edwanl's Island 
shall be admitted into each countiy, 
respectively free of duty." At the first 
blush one might conclude that under 
this article, British Columbia is enti- 
tled to a free market in the United 
States for the product of her sea fish- 
eries; but, on rolloction, it Bcema doubt- 
ful. It will bo observed that the Domin- 
ion of Can.ida uud Prince Edward Island 
are speeiticiily mentioned and not out 
m being entitled to the bonofit.9 of the 
Treaty in tliiH respect. Britiuh Colum- 
bia IK uot named. Now, the question 
seems to be," Was British Golumbia apart 
of the Dominion of Canada when the 
Treaty was made ?" It in to be fenrod 
tliat a couipiiriHon of dates must lead to 
the conoluaion that she wa.i not, and, 
oonaeq^uently, that she is excluded, teeh- 
nioally, at leaHt, from the bonolit.s of thi.s 
provision. The Treaty was mode on the 
8th MAy, 1871. British Oolumbia did ru t 
become a part of Canada till the' 20th 
iTuly, — two months and twelve dayis after 
the Treaty was made.

It was a miserable way of vent- 
ing its spleen for disappointment of of- 
fice. 

Conn. !I^I(.)rtou moved that property- 
holders be notified to remove any tilth 
that might be about their premises ; but 
tho Council could not see the necessity of 
incurring the expense on such aground- 
loss conqdaiut.

— Pitt Lakeissitinded about 
ten or twelve miles north of this city, as 
the crow Hies, it w^ters passing into the 
Fraser through Pitt River, which joins 
our "highway" about six miles above this 
city, opposite Manson Island, Through 
most of its length, Pitt River runs through 
Hat and fertile meadow land, which, hosv- 
ever, is partially overflowed during the 
suinnuu' freshet. The shores of the lake 
are in strong contrast with those of the 
river. Abrupt, rocky mountains, down 
the bides of which numerous miniature 
cataracts leap ami foam, hem it iu on all 
sides. Until very lately the lake was soli- 
tary, save when a stray Indian "paddled 
his own canoe" across it, in search of game 
orlish; but (piite rect'utly live logging 
camps have beenostablislicdon its shores, 
and tie; w ork of getting o'lt lumber for 
tho mills is going on briskly. During the 
past few days the steamer Cariboo-Fly has 
towed down two large booms from the 
camps of Messrs, W. & 0,, and H, De- 
lJo'>k.— iV. W. Herald.

(b) To attend all moeting.s of the Municipal Council, whether roi,'ulat' 
or special, and take and enter proper minutes of the proceedings o 
all Huch nieetingH, and prepare and draw up in proper form ail re- 
solutions proposed or suggested at any such meetingf. 

(c) To give the necessary and proper notices to the Oouncillora of all 
meetings of the Municipal Council except regular adjourned meet- 
ings, and to state in such notices tho subject matter of the business 
for which the mooting is called: 

(d) To conduct all the correspondence of the Muuiciijul Council sub- 
ject to tho control and direction of the :Mayor and Council: 

(e) To prepare and complete all such agreements and contracts be- 
tween the Corporation and any person or persona, body or bodies 
corporate, as may from time to time be required, and all bonds and 
securities to be required by any officer of or contractor with tho 
Corporation : 

(f) To prosecute or defend, under the direction of the flavor ami 
Council, all aotions, suits and proceedings by or against the Cor- 
poration or in any manner affecting the property or rights of the 
Corporation : 

(g) To keep proper books of accounts and records of the transactions, 
receipts, payments, and property of tho Corporation in such man- 
ner and form as shall from time to time be required by tho Finance 
Committee of the Municipal Council. 

(h) To do and perform all such other acta and duties as are imposed 
upon him by any of the aotSj.ordiaances or by-laws now in force or 
which may properly be included in or relate to tho duties of the 
Clerk of the Municipal Council of the Corporati'ju : 

(i) To give and execute to tho Corporation forthwith, and from time 
to time, snch security by way of bond or bonds for the true and 
faithful performance of his duties as herein defined as shall be re- 
quired aud approved by the Mayor and Council. 

2. The reaumeration of such Clerk of the Municipal Council for 
the true and faithful performance of the duties hereinbefore defin- 
ed shall be at tho rate of ^WSO per annum. 

Duties of the Clerk of the Police Court. 

3. It shall bo tho duty of the Clerk of the Police Conit for the 
City of Yictoria : 

(a) To take down and enter in the Charge Book all charges preferred 
and being or reasonably supposed to be within the jurisdiction of 
the Folic » Magistrate for the said City, and also to write out and 
issue all informations, -summonses, '.varrauts and other process re- 
quired to be written out and issued from the said Police Court. 

(b) To attend the Police Magistate for tho said City at tho Police 
Court whenever required and take down and properly attest the 
depositions and evidence that may be given in each case coming 
before such Poliee Magistrate, and make out, enter, and record all 
remands, conrioMons, commitments and orders of such Police Ma- 
gistrate: 

(c) To receive all fines imposed by such Police Magistrate and all fees 
payable upon any process or proceedings issued or taken under his 
authority, and keep an account thereof in a (lash book to be ke])t for 
that purpose, and to pay over all such fines aud fees to the Collec- 
tor of the said Corporation when and so often as the sums so re- 
ceived shall amount to $100, and to take the receipt of the said Col- 
lector for the same. 

(d) To do and perform all such other acts and duties belong to the 
office of the Clerk of the Police Court for the said City anil reason- 
ably required by tho said Police Magistrate, and in the perform- 
ance of all or any of tho duties hereinbefore defined, to act under 
the instructions of such Police Magistrate. 

(e) To give and execute to the Ocrporation forth with, and from time to 
time such security by way of bond or bonds for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties as herein defined as shall be required and ajiprov- 
ed by the Mayor aud Council. 

.4. The renu'meration of tho Clerk of the Police Court for the said 
City for tho performance of his duties as h^i-ein defined, shall be at 
the rate of $480 per annum. 

5. This By-law may be cited for all purposes as "The City Clerk 
and Police Court Clerk By-Law, 1873."
